Jew ish, 
the other of average 
Am erican 
parentage 
Massachusetts 
to be born on the same day. 
in spite 
of all the disparity of social conditions 
in favor of the latter, the chances, de- 
termined 
from 
statistical means, are 
that one half the Am ericans w ill die 
within 
forty-seven years: 
while the 
b ist half of the Jew s w ill not succumb 
to disease or accident before the expir­ 
ation of a tventv-one years. 
The death 
rate is really but little over half that 
of the average 
Am erican 
population. 
This holds good in infancy as in middle 
age. 
Lombroso has put it in 
another 
way. 
o f one thousar d Jew s born, two 
hundred and seventeen die before the 
age of seven years: while four hundred 
and fifty three C hristians—more than 
twice as m any—are likely to die w ith ­ 
in the same period. 
This rem arkable 
tenacity of life is well illustrated by a

Study, by Prof. W it ¡am /,. Ripley, in
